INFANTILE PARALYSIS. | 

.g UGUST and September are the 

months for infantile paralysis. 

The reports of scattered cases of 

the disease generally start com- 
ing in May. 
; August to predict what is likely to hap- 
when the peak time comes, along 
the end of September, Such a 
prediction is based on the number of 
cases reported during the earlier part 
of the summer and the distribution, 
“tharacter, and number of cases discov- 
ered during August. 

When this was written the number of 
cases reported had been rather high and 
they were widely distributed. There 
should be rather more than the usual 
prevalence of the disease in September, 
but the outbreak should not approximate 
that of 1916, the last considerable epi- 
demic experienced. 


The Dayton, 0O., health department is- 
sues the following warning: ‘“ The re- 
cent deaths from poliomyelitis (infantile 
paralysis) is a danger signal that should 
be noted by every one. Poliomyelitis 
comes on without warning and often 
strikes: where it is least expected. The 
disease is spread by healthy carriers and 
possibly by flies. Scientists deny that 
fies are factors in the spread of the dis- 
ease, but the fact is that most epidemics 
occur during the fly season—August, Sep- 
tember, and October. The early symp- 
toms are so variable and often so mild 
the only safe course is to consult the 
physician early at this time of the year 
when the child shows the least sign of 
illness. . 

“Fever, aching, and, possibly, bowel 
‘disturbance are early symptoms. One

serum, which, when used early, will 
usually check the progress of the dis- 
ease. This serum is free by 
the Mayo foundation.” Aaa 
We know very little about epidemi- 
ology of infantile paralysis. For that 
reason when the disease appears in a 
neighborhood it is wise to keep the 
children away from other children and 
to guard against files and other sum- 
mer sickness.
